The report also contains a_ scathing 
critism of the methods of the war of- 
sice and it declares that by means of 
fraud by contractors and clerks, more 
than $,000,00¢ pounds were lost.

Ottawa, Aug. 10—Canadian Agent 
Ross, reperts from Melbourne that 
the Chicago packing house disclos- 
ures have caused an increase in the 
demand for Australian canned meats. 
These are prepared under state in- 
spection. 

Rabbits which have been regarded 
as pests are being turned into a pro- 
fit.
